M any jumped overboard.

Coroner Clary of Pekin today said 
it was impossible to make 
accurate 
estimate of the death toll. He believed 
it would reach IOO. He had been told 
by members of the crew that scores 
of persons were below decks when the 
boat struck, lf that is true, he said, 
probably few of them escaped. 
Survivors were still huddled on the 
river bank at daylight. They were be- 
ine taken to Pekin as fast as motor 
cars could make the run. Wild esti­ 
mates of the number of dead were 
made by those who escaped.

TRIBUNE CEASES PUBLICATION 


I^ast 
March when 
the R egister bought and 
closed the Santa Ana Wade, newspapers all Over 
Southern California declared that the s»tep was in 
the right direction, particularly so during war times. 
It was pointed out that a number of cities in South­ 
ern California would be benefitted materially if they 
had fewer newspapers, that one good newspaper in 
a citv the size of Santa Ana was all that city needed. 
This week in the withdrawal of the Los Angeles 
Tribune from publication, the same trend toward 
fewer newspapers is cause for editorial discussion. 
T he newspaper situation in general is commented 
upon bv the Riverside Press in an editorial entitled 
“Som e N on-Essentials," as follow s: 
In the belief that it was “not a neces­ 
sity in these war tim es,” the Los Angeles 
.Morning Tribune, with its issue of yester­ 
day, has discontinued 
publication. 
Ibis 
leaves two m orning and three afternoon 
dailies to furnish Angel City readers with 
news of the world, and would seem to be a 
sufficient burden for the merchants of that 
city to carry, at least during these strenuous 
war times. 
It m ight be jK>ssible for Los 
A ngeles to struggle along with Ult one 
morning ami one evening daily, and it would 
be no surprise if this condition obtained Inf- 
fore the old world returns to its pre war 
stability. 
The Press is convinced there are many 
papers published in Southern 
California 
which are not a necessity in these war times. 
There are dailies in towns we know which 
could easily be sacrificed as a war measure, 
and the money, material and labor used in 
their production conserved for other more 
important work. 
\ \ e have in mind a town 
of about the same si** as R iverside where 
three dailies are published. 
It would seem 
that one of these papers could admirably 
cover this field, and the elimination of the 
other two wmdd lie a big relief financially 
to the merchants of the town w ho feel they 
must advertise in all three to reach lib. lr 
customers. 
Many other towns where two 
papers are published would Ik* amply rep­ 
resented with one and the elimination o f 
competition would allow for a bigger aud 
latter sheet, one more representative of the 
town. 
There are 
tw o 
Southern 
C alifornia 
* 
cities which are conspicuous exam ples of 
how one newspaper can cover a field. 
Pas­ 
adena has had but one daily paper for some 
time, and rejxYrts from there indicate that 
* 
one is sufficient. 
Santa Ana lias been a one- 
paper town for some weeks now. 
The con­ 
solidation o f the Register and Blade in the 
Orange county seat has been the means of 
m aking it possible for the Register to pub­ 
lish a larger and more vigorous paper and 
place that city with greater em phasis on 
the map of Southern California. 
There naturally must 
Ik* duplication 
of effort where there is more than one paper 
published in a town even through they ar-.* 
published at different times o f the day. 
Tlu*re is only so much news to gather, and 
each paper must publish it all if it hopes 
to have any degree of success. 
Because 
o f this it would seem that one newspaper 
would In* ample in most any Southern Cali­ 
fornia town, and the Press predicts that be­ 
fore the end of the war this will be the case. 


There seems to be no room for doubt as to the re- 
election of Gov. William D. Stephens. 
He has been an 
efficient and fair-minded executive and seems absolutely 
assured of renomination by the Republican party. 
On 
top of this, the temperance vote of the state, regardless 
of party affiliation, is to be his, as the temperance forces 
have, through their leaders, very wisely/decided to rec­ 
ommend that all friends of ratification who are qualified 
to vote at the Republican primary election on August 27, j 
work and vote for William D. Stephens as Republican 
nominee for governor. 
This recommendation comes through the ratification 
committee appointed by the convention of dry workers 
held at Fresno in February. 
This convention was made up of delegates from 
practically every county in the state. 
All temperance- 
promcting bodies had representatives in attendance. The 
California situation wa.: thoroughly canvassed and a 
decision reached that the dry forces of California would 
this year unite to elect a legislature, governor and lieu­ 
tenant governor in accord with the policy of national 
prohibition. 
Declaring that Governor Stephens is the first candi­ 
date for governor of California who has taken a stand 
unequivocally against the saloons and calling attention 
to the fact that he has announced himself in favor of 
ratification of the national prohibition amendment, the 
ratification committee makes its recommendation of the 
support of Governor Stephens at the primaries.

Motor Car Indispensible, 
Wise Care Is Important 


The motor car bas long ceased to be a luxury. 
It is indispensable. 
Let the man who drives daily to his work or uses his car for calling on 
his business associates be without it for a day and he soon is convinced 
of its necessity as a transportation medium. 
Yet it is up to every owner 
to give his car that attention it needs to keep it in the best possible run­ 
ning condition. Ail engine working in perfect tune and a car running as 
easily as possible means conservation. 
It means the tires are given a 
longer life, less fuel is used, and altogethei the car is running as efficiently 
as possible. 
An owner who studios his instruction book carefully and fortifies him- 
I self with facts governing the running and maintenance of his car is helping 
the country to win the war, says Motor Age. 
Such an owner makes few 
visits to repair shops, and while our garages and shops must be kept going, 
they are already overcrowded in some instances and running short of help. 
These men must be kep't on the job keeping our commercial vehicles and 
tractors in repair so far as possible, and the car owner should take his 
share of the work and keep his car up to concert pitch. 
Ordinarily most of the troubles that befall the. average motorist are 
preventable. That is, tile man who operates that car is responsible for 
the breakdowns or mishaps that occur on the road. Not only is it a mat­ 
ter of patriotism that the owner should keep the car in perfect trim but a 
question of finances as well. 
It is cheaper to keep the springs of a car, 
for example, w ell oiled each year than to have to buy one spring to replace 
a broken one, the leave of which are cemented together from lack of lubri­ 
cation. Motor car makers have gone to a lot of trouble to furnish compre­ 
hensive instruction boosts with their cars, and the time to consult these 
is not on the road when the breakdown occurs but before. 
Every page 
and diagram should be studied so the owner knows exactly the function 
of each part and adjustments to make periodically. 
If every owner will spend a few minutes each day just before he takes 
the car out oiling the parts that need it and making any small adjustments 
he will lessen his trips to the repairman. He would be the gainer in every 
way. To begin with lie would lessen the chance for trouble, and experience 
shows that lack of lubrication is the cause of most motor car troubles. 
Secondly, he would save the repairman’s fee and have just that much 
more for war contributions. Also it would give the garage man a chance 
to concentrate on truck or other important work ami thus use what few’ 
mechanics he may have to the best advantage. 
There are unfortunately a lot of old worn-out cars running around 
that have outlived their usefulness and are a source of great expense not 
only to the owner but-country as well. They consume more fuel than they 
should; the carburetors are too old for the present day grade of fuel. The 
batteries are depreciated and the wheels so far out of line that the tiros 
wear abnormally. Such cars have frequent breakage of parts and 
this 
means sending to the factories, if they are still in business, all of which 
congests the freight and express lines. 
Such cars had better be junked 
or at least put up for the duration of the war. 
They are a needless ex­ 
travagance and drain the service organizations of the makers and dealers.

The shotgun, rifle or revolver that 
is actually worn out from shooting is j 
a very rare specimen.

hat outlived its usefulness simply be- I 
cause of Hie number of .-hots that have 
eon fired through it. 
There are two factors, 
cither

both of which are to blame, when a 
firearm begins to show signs of pre­

speaking, shoots with a bad limp. 
Some people say it

If a hundred thousand shots 
are fired from a shotgun the Inside of 
the barrel is actually exposed to the 
flame of the powder charge for about 
four minutes.

Fourteen common sense rules have 
been laid down in a 
traffic 
safety 
questionnaire to be used as the basis 
of teaching 
school 
children 
traffic 
safety methods in Akron, Ohio. 
The 
plan is built around a course 
in 
a 
campaign arranged by the Akron Au­ 
tomobile Club, the director of public 
safety and the Akron executive of the* 
boy Scouts. 
The Boy Scouts are asked to study 
the rules which are contained in the 
following questionnaire and then they 
are given an examination before their 
scoutmaster. A scout credential card 
signed by the scoutmaster and coun­ 
tersigned by O. W. Baum, director of 
public safety; Secretary Grover Reese 
of the Akron Automobile Club, and 
Joseph W. Taylor, scout executive, is 
presented to the boys who pass. 
After their training, It becomes the 
duty of the Boy Scouts to watch for 
violation of these rules by the other 
school children and warn them of the 
necessity for public safety. 
After Yi 
scout has called the attention of eight 
children to violations of the rules he 
is entitled to a medallion for public 
service. 
This is a plan that could be adopted 
all over the country with the best of 
results. 
It could be used by schools, 
motorists and pedestrians with excel­ 
lent results, as throughout the ques­ 
tionnaire points toward traffic safety 
methods. 
The questionnaire follows: 
Safety Questions and Answers 
1—What

I should stop and look both ways,

keep the ditches open and the weeds 
cut, the life of the road would be in­ 
creased several hundred per cent and 
at a cost that would be small compar­ 
ed with the expense of reconstruction. 
Original Vs. Ultimate Coat 
As a concrete example, let us 
as­ 
sume that a macadam road costs 13000 
a mile and that its life without atten­ 
tion is three years. This makes the 
road, during its life, cost JI,OOO a 
mile. 
Under a patrol system, the ex­ 
pense of which would not be much in 
excess of $100 a mile for the three 
years, the life of the road could be 
doubled, possibl> trebled, the average 
cost if doubled being $600 a mile and, 
if trebled, $433 a mile. Need more be 
said of the advantages of road patrol 
as a saving to the nation, state, coun­ 
ty and incidentally to the tax payer? 
Building roads is a business propo 
tion; maintaining them is a part 
the business, without which the busi­ 
ness itself fails. 
The taxpayer should 
interest himself in this saving repre­ 
sented by proper road patrol. After 
all, roads and business are synonym­ 
ous, whether they be highways, rail­ 
roads. or waterways.

ion. mid there- is enough aerial aotiv- 
tv to make the newly-arrived strang- 
r realize that he is living next door 
to the war zone.

Paris guard which patril the air just 
as the policeman down below patrols 
his area 
Others are new machines 
being delivered from the factory tr 
the military flying ground or passim 
from one military aviation ground tc 
another. 
Just outside the city, above 
the ground used for motor car testing 
since the beginning of the French mo­ 
tor car industry, airplanes now 
are 
being tested in such numbers that it 
;s no common sight to see thirty ma 
■hiner aloft at once. 
Naturally all flying 
Is 
of 
military 
nature, hut much of the aerial travel 
is disconnected with actual 
fighting 
It is common, for instance, for officer* 
of the various armies to make 
visit* 
to distant parts of the fronts by air 
plane. 
There is a considerable aerial 
traffic 
bet w een 
Paris vane! 
London 
whi'e England sends all her machines 
into France by the aerial way. 
This 
is the only way some very big span 
planes c an be delivered, for it is im 
’ cessible to pass the 
wings 
Through 
tunnels and under bridges. 
Up to the 
uresent only military or government 
officials make trip by airplane between 
Paris and london, but some leading 
manufacturers working for the army 
and having business connection with 
the two cities are anxious to he allow- 
cd to make use of the air service be­ 
tween the two centers. 
There is no 
logical reason why an airplane manu­ 
facturer in Paris, who also has works 
in some part of England should not fly 
over with one of his machines, thus 
accomplishing in three hours a jour­ 
ney which occupies from eighteen to 
twenty-faur by railroad 
or 
steamer.

very special circumstances, it is 
be­

about equally on motor bu cs, electric 
surface lines and 
subway 
lines

communication. 
For 
nearly

years the city was without

buses. 
At the' ) resent time the re arc’ 
oui) two lines of motor buses in s cr­ 
one of its normal fleet of lotto motor 
vice, tile fleer being 
not 
more 
than 
thirty strong. 
It hits bee n Impossible 
to put more into service, partly owing 
to the shortage of fuel but more large­ 
ly on account of the difficulty of manu­ 
facturing more vehicles. 
Tile 
omni­ 
bus company having monopoly of the 
Baris service produces practically all 
its own vehicles, Hie chassis being as­ 
se nilled from 
components 
obtained 
frhm the various motor ear factories 
and the bodies being built entirely in 
the* shops of the omnibus company. 
Since the war the production of motor 
buses bv the bus company has been in­ 
tensified, but instead of the vehicles 
going on the s'reets of the city they 
arc- taken by the military authorities 
and sent to the front, where they are 
used for tile rapid 
transportation 
of J 
troops and for delivery of fresh meat, 
It was only because they were able to 
get ahead of their production program 
that the company was allowed to put 
the present thirty buses into city ser­ 
vice. 
Although operating costs have 
increased considerably since the war, 
fares have remained the 
same, 
the 
company being under contract with 
Paris to run the buses at certain fixed 
fares which cannot be modified Wilh­ 
oit permission during the period of 
he contract. 
Fewer Paris Taxis 
Paris taxicabs have 
decreased 
iii 
number from soot) before the war tc 
about 3000.. 
Before the war the rate 
of fares applied by 7T» per cent of the 
Paris taxicabs was 30 cents per mile; 
about 25 lier cent ran at 
lo 
cents a 
mile, and the remainder at 40 cents a 
nile. 
At the present time no cabs are 
operating at less than IO cents a mile. 
All these cabs are two-cylinder models 
built before the war, in very poor me 
chanical condition, and generally driv- 
>n by men of little experience. 
Before tho war 
France 
possessed 
160,000 motor vehicles 
exclusive of 
motorcycles. 
Of this number 115,000 
were touring cars. 
At least 
80 
lier 
cent of these touring ears either have 
been requisitioner! by the military au­ 
thorities or are lying idle. 
There are 
no definite figures on the number of 
trucks in service; immediately on the 
outbreak of war their numbers 
drop- 
considerably, 
but 
during 
the 
last 
twelve months a considerable increase 
has been made necessary by 
the 
ur­ 
gency of transport 
and 
the 
loss 
of 
horses and mules, the former having 
decreased in number 31 per cent, and 
the latter ll I cr cent, between 1913 
and 1916. 
Since this latter year the 
decrease has continued on an impor­ 
tant scale. 
It is certain that as soon 
as the home factories can supply or 
importations are allowed there will 
be an unprecedented increase in the 
ne the’r of tm or trucks in private ser- 
vi e in France.

to undertake haulage, the Paris muni­

Fiat 
tlir^e-and-one half ton 
tracks. 
These are used for d 1st Heir­ 
ing four, coal, we od and general food 
supplies and also for the collection of 
househc Id refuse at times when the 
electric service is not adequate. 
One of ilia greatest difficulties the 
Paris authorities have had lo contend 
with since putting these trucks into 
Bervi e bas been the supply of com­ 
petent drivers. 
An appeal was made 
to the army authorities for some of 
the older men to*) he released from 
the motor car service, but without re­ 
sult. 
It was impossible to got togeth­ 
er more than a dozen men having ex­ 
perience as truck drivers, and even 
these were men who had 
been 
dis­ 
charged an unflit for further sorvic-u 
in the army. 
Consequently the muni­ 
cipality decided to make 
use 
of 
its 
own employees and to 
train 
women. 
A school was formed, tho pupils fifst 
of ail be'ng given instruction on light 
trucks rented from the army; after a 
little experience on these the women 
were put on motor street sweepers, 
then finally given a Pierce Arrow or a 
Fiat. 
It was predicted that the result 
of training women as 
truck 
drivers 
would lie disastrous, but by a careful 
selection and by taking only women 
vho have been used to heavy physic­ 
al work all their lives fairly satisfac­ 
tory results have i eon obtained.

The cost to th* 
municipality is calculated at $9.40 pei 
lay for a 5-ton Bierce-Arrow, plus 2) 
cents for every kilometer 
run. 
Th* 
hree-and-one-half-ton Fiats cost IMO 
cor dav, plus 22 cents per kilometer 
To these prices a profit of 15 per cent 
Is added for the benefit of the muni 
duality. 
Apart from the 
Paris 
municialit) 
women drivers have not been employ­ 
ed to any extent in the 
French 
aer 
vice. 
Ther^ are no cases of private 
firms using women chauffeurs. . The 
army officially has admitted women 
to drive Befit trucks, touring cars and 
ambulances, but the experiment has 
not been a greett success, and the fact 
that a man nearly always is attached 
to the car at the- same time to crank 
It. wash it and at*end to it mechani­ 
cally makes the change one of very 
dobtful 
economy. 
Attempts 
have 
been made by 
the army 
to 
employ 
Asiatic troops as truck drivers with 
very unsatisfactory results. 
After a 
long training in the army schools the 
inefficiency of these men was reveal­ 
ed by 
an accident 
Bat SO

greater than that shown by the worst 
, European drivers. 
It was after this 
experience, and st!’* wl'h a view’ to

been h ailed to charitable institutions. 
The few that are open show pre-war 
cars or chassis, but nobody is left in 
attendance to answer queries if any 
should be made.

Jujy 6.—The 
general dearth of motor cars in the 
southern 
portion 
of 
Australia con- 
inues, and very few shipments have 
been arriving recently. 
Two Ameri­ 
can makers have had heavy shipments 
o Adelaide and Melbourne, but 
with 
*hese exceptions there Is an absolute 
scarcity of cars, and Australian deal­ 
ers are booked up for months to come. 
As in Sydney used cars of well­ 
known and popular makes are com­ 
manding good, high values. 
Owing to 
the war those who usually went tour­ 
ing in other parts of the world can­ 
not leave Australia under favorable 
circumstances, consequently they are 
spending their time touring the com­ 
monwealth, and hitherto impossible 
tracks have been rolled down so much 
by motor traffic that in one place in 
South Australia, called the Coorong, 
no less than eight touring parties 
crossed one day. Motor cars have pen­ 
etrated the center of the Australia* 
continent, into which section the av­ 
erage city person in Sydney or Mel­ 
bourne never thinks motor cars can
